that no provision is made 
for satisfying the demand 
for union with Greeco—a 
demand that bears no 
legitimate relation to the 
constitutional aspirations of 
the Island's inhabitanta,

Cyprus is being offered a fine 
chance of achleving that 
auplration, It would be folly 
if it were thrown away 
through insisting at this 
time on something which 
cannot be granted.
